II, where he flew 46 missions in the Pacific theater and earned the Distinguished Flyingu@toss;

Whereasppon completing his service in the U.S. Navert became a respected teacher at
Dunn County Agricultural High School; and

Whereasas a farmer for 30 years, Mert committed his life to promoting agriculture and fought
for farmland preservation as a St. Croix county commissioner; and

Whereas]ater in life, Mert devoted a great deal of time to reforestation and conservation
practicesgntrusting 70 acres of his woodland to the westdstdMsin land trust thereby ensuring
theland would be preserved; and

WhereasMert was honored with several awards in 1986, incluthiedistinguished Service
to Agriculture Avard by the Wisconsin Farm Bureau and tahevard for Excellence in Agriculture
Conservation by the American Farmlanadigt in Washington, D.C.; and

Whereas, Mert was an actimaddevoted member of the community his entire life, serving
onorganizations and boardscluding the River Falls Plan Commission, the St. Croix County Board,
the St. Croix County Farm Bureau, tB¢ Croix Central School Board, and thedférn Visconsin
RefugeeOrientation Committee; and

Whereas, Mert generously opened his home dietleaf assistance to foreign students; and

Whereas, Mert enjoyed nearly 50 yeafsnarriage to his loving wife, Eleanarho passed
away in 1991, and their union was blessed with 4 children and 9 grandchildren; and
